are offered at cost or at merely nominal prices, and given to the poor everywhere without money

The income from these per- — 
manent funds for the past year was $16,973 06.

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The income of the Fitch Shepard Bible Fund, 
amounting to $1,947 49, has, in obedience to, the 
terms of the gift, been added to the principal, making 
the par value on the 31st of March, 1893, $62,820 42. 
Not until this Fund reaches the amount of $100,000 
will the income be at the disposal of the Managers 
for the benevolent purposes of the Society. 

Certain other funds, which represent the unex- 
pended remainders of some large legacies, have been 
invested for some years, and are still available for 
the benevolent work of the Society.

MISSIONARY AND BENEVOLENT WORK. 

The sole object of the Atnerican Bible Society is 
to promote a wider circulation of the Scriptures at 
home and in foreign lands. To carry out this object 
involves both missionary and benevolent work. It 
gives God’s own message of grace in printed form to 
the nations of the earth, and supplies this to the poor 
and needy everywhere, without money and without 
price. 

But before the word of God can be circulated it 
must be translated into the various languages, and 
then Deena. This requires both time and means. 
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Notwithstanding the great number of languages and 
dialects into which the Scriptures have already been 
translated, the Bible Societies are called upon year 
by year to add to this number; so that the work of 
translation and publication is constantly progressing, 
calling for a large annual outlay of the funds which 
by gift or bequest are intrusted to the Society. 

But after the Scriptures have been prepared with 
the greatest care, they cannot accomplish their hal- 
lowed mission unless they are brought within the 
reach of the people for whom they were designed. 
It is thus that the missionary and benevolent aspects 
of the work become conspicuous. 

Men who have themselves become savingly ac- 
quainted with the truth have to be sent forth to com- 
mend them to others, and induce them to become 
owners and readers of the blessed Book. This 
involves large expenditures on the part of this Society, 
especially in the foreign field. 

All these departments of work have been simulta- 
neously carried on during the past year. Mission- 
aries in foreign lands have sent forward the results 
of years of patient labor, and the Managers have 
accepted the trust of transferring their manuscripts 
from the written to the printed page, and will soon 
be ready to send forth these new versions of the 
Scriptures to those who have been so long waiting for 
them. 


WORK IN THE HOME FIELD. 


Although “the field is the world,” yet the Board of 
Managers have realized that, while the far-off nations 
had claims upon the Society, the wants of this great 
country, with its forty-four States and six Territories, 
should not be overlooked. 

It is a very extensive field which thus presents itself 
for consideration. Its importance in relation to the 
nations of the earth cannot be overestimated. Were 
the population of this great country of one nationality 
and of one speech, their evangelization would involve 
many and perplexing problems ; but when it is con- 
sidered that Babel, with its confusion of tongues, 
obtains in every State and every Territory, the diffi- 
culty of the problem is intensified a thousand-fold. 
The people must have the Bible in the languages in 
which they were born, for, whatever may be said of | 
the unifying effects of a common tongue, it remains 
true that every man must ordinarily be converted” 
through the language which he learned at his mother’s 
knee. 

Believing this, it has been the aim of the Managers

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDENTS. ear: 


The territory which is not occupied by State Bil le 
societies has been divided among twenty-one Disti ict 
Superintendents. pe ouEn phey are Miah fs 
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to a limited extent in personal distribution, yet their 
whole time is given to supervising this work, so that 
it may be carried on systematically and effectively. 
They are not mere financial agents, sent forth to 
gather up the free-will offerings of the people for 
Bible work. They incite to liberal giving by bringing 
before the people the work of the Society both at 
home and abroad ; but this is only incidental. First 
and last, their best thoughts and most earnest efforts 
are given to the promotion of a wider circulation of 
the Scriptures. The expenditure, the past year, of 
$36,701 66 for the salaries and expenses of District 
Superintendents was a necessary outlay, without which 
all the agencies employed by the Society in the home 
field would have been inefficient. 
AUXILIARY SOCIETIES. 

The chief dependence of the American Bible So- 
ciety, from the beginning, has been upon its auxiliary 
societies, both for the collection of funds for the gen- 
eral work and for the distribution of the Scriptures 
within their own territory. Some of them have been 
very efficient helpers. In many places the Bible can- 
not be obtained except at the depository of the 
auxiliary. 

It is, however, to be regretted that while some of 
them are older than the Parent Society, and continue 
to bring forth abundant fruit even in old age, not a 
few have become weary in well-doing, and but for 
the persistent efforts of the District Superintendents 
would lapse into complete inactivity. 

Only 931 out of the entire number have reported 
what they have done the past year, and only 107 of 
these have been conducting a general canvass of their 
fields. Had all been as actively engaged in seeking 
out and supplying the destitute, what a grand record

It was not till two-thirds of the fiscal year had 
expired that the Board saw a reasonable prospect of 
being able at an early day to resume this important 
branch of the work. The receipts from legacies dur- 
ing the closing months of the year were so encourag- 
ing that the District Superintendents were requested 
0 look out suitable men whom they could recom- 

mend as colporteurs. 
- It is hoped that before many months a corps of 
efficient men will be found and commissioned, and 
that the gifts of the living will enable the Managers 
to continue without interruption this important serv-

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SUNDAY SCHOOL SUPPLY. 


Although three years have passed since this special 
work was inaugurated, the expectations of the Society 
have not been realized. The work has been every- 
where commended and its importance acknowledged, 
but practical efforts have not been put forth to make 
effective the good resolutions which have been 
adopted by Sunday school conventions and ecclesi- 
astical bodies. It is encouraging, however, to be 
able to mark from year to year an increase of inter- 
est as well as an increase of effort in this direction. 

During the year nearly 10,000 Bibles have been 
called for by the District Superintendents for the 
Sunday school children in the more needy parts of 
their fields, and the call has met with an immediate 
response. Many of the auxiliaries have also engaged 
heartily in this work, although most of them have 
failed to report the number of children who have 
been supplied. Generous grants have been made to 
societies which are laboring chiefly among the young— 
such as the Sunday School Department of the Pres- 
byterian Board of Publication, the American Sunday 
School Union, and the Sunday School Union of the ° 
African Methodist Episcopal Church—which, added 
to the grants made to our own District Superintend- 
ents, aggregate over 37,000 copies. 

The proportion of Bibles specially adapted to Sun- 
day school use, which have been issued during the 
year, is also a gratifying indication that the Bible is 
beginning to resume its proper place in many of the 
Sunday schools from which it was before almost 
entirely excluded. Much, however, remains to be 
accomplished in this direction before each of the 
8,000,000 children gathered into the Sunday schools 
has a Bible of its own. 


GRANTS FOR OTHER PURPOSES. 


Where there are no auxiliaries, the Board has made 
liberal grants to pastors, missionaries, and others, for 
distribution. By these grants Alaska, Arizona, Idaho, 
Indian Territory, New Mexico, and Oklahoma have 
been reached. 


SUPPLY OF IMMIGRANTS. 


For many years, through the New York Bible 
Society, the Board has aimed to reach the immigrants 
as they came to this country to establish new homes, 
and, before they left for the different States and Ter- 
ritories, has supplied them with the Scriptures in 
their mother tongue. During the last year, through 
this agency, 60,100 copies of the word of God were 
distributed in nineteen different languages. 


GENERAL VIEW OF OPERATIONS IN FOREIGN 
COUNTRIES. 
The review of the year’s operations is darkened by 
the sad tidings just received of the sudden death of 
the Rev. L. N. Wheeler, D.D., who only three years 
ago was called upon to take up the work in China, 
and occupy the post from which Dr. Gulick had been 
compelled to retire by the failure of his health. At 
the time of his appointment Dr. Wheeler had charge 
of the First Methodist Episcopal Church in Fort At- 
kinson, Wisconsin, but years of missionary life in- 
China had made him familiar with the necessities of — 
that immense field and given him special qualifica- _ 
tions for the responsibilities of the Agency. Hens » 
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entered upon the work with every prospect of a long 
and useful career, arriving in Shanghai about the 1st 
of October, 1890, and devoting himself thenceforth to 
the duties of his office, which included the printing of 
numerous editions of the Scriptures and the over- 
sight of all plans for their wide distribution, whether 
by colportage or otherwise. In this he is believed to 
have merited and received the confidence and affec- 
tion of all with whom he had to do. At the time of 
preparing this Report no information has been 
received except a single cablegram, which announces 
his death about the 27th of April, but gives no particu- 
lars. 

Some of the most satisfactory results of the year 

are reported from Spanish America. The fact that 
the attention of the civilized world is just now directed 
in a remarkable degree to the hemisphere whose ex- 
istence became known to Western Europe only four 
hundred years ago, makes it appropriate in this con- 
nection to refer to the work which the American 
Bible Society is doing for the countries lying to the 
south of the United States. 
_ The Society was formed, in 1816, with the avowed 
purpose of extending its influence to other countries, 
whether Christian, Mohammedan, or pagan. While 
its founders recognized the duty of doing all in their 
power to circulate the Scriptures in the United States 
and their Territories, responsibility was felt at the 
very outset for men of other tongues and other lands. 
The earlier Reports of the Society testify to the solici- 
tude of the Managers for ‘‘ thezr brethren of the woods, 
divided from us by their language, their manners, 
their ignorance, their degradation—by everything 
which distinguishes savage from civilized man,” and 
announce the opening of “ correspondence with gen- 
tlemen through whose instrumentality it is hoped 
much may be done to introduce the Scriptures among 
the inhabitants of South America.’”’ Of this they pro- 
ceed to say: “ There is, perhaps, no country which has 
a greater claim to the attention of the American Bible 
Society. Forming a part of our own hemisphere, it is 
filled with a population the numbers and resources 
of which seem to have been but lately developed 
to the other nations of the world, and it is now 
engaged in a struggle which subjects the inhabitants 
to the evils of a sanguinary war. The Board will not 
fail to embrace every opportunity of furnishing them 
with that word of truth which both ‘exalts a nation’ 
and gives to man his best support and consolation 
amidst the horrors of bloodshed and civil strife.” 


Great changes in territory and population have oc- 
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may have the opportunity of reading the Scriptures 
in the tongue wherein he was born, no one doubts 
that eventually the English language must prevail in 
the intercourse of Americans with each other, or that, 
in accordance with inexorable law, the combined in- 
fluence of society and trade, of public schools and an 
untrammelled press, will result in a uniformity of 
vocabulary and idiom from the Atlantic to the remotest 
west. 

But in the countries of Latin America no such 
result is to be expected. It may be a question, 1n- 
deed, whether the Italian and German colonies of 
Southern Brazil and the Argentine Republic will 
abandon the speech of their fatherlands; but Portu- 
guese is too deeply rooted in Brazil, and Spanish in 
the other republics of South America, in Mexico, 
Central America, and Cuba, to leave any doubt that 
for a long time to come the peoples of those lands 
will need large supplies of the Holy Scriptures in 
Spanish and Portuguese. 

The discoverers of the new world took possession 
of its shores in the name of Christian sovereigns, in- 
troducing at once to the native population new forms 
of religious worship, new books of sacred lore, new 
truths for the intellect, new motives for the heart, 
new hopes for the soul. As the centuries have rolled 
along, the colonies have become republics, the abo- 
riginal races have in large measure faded from view, 
and the reins of government and progress are in the 
hands of those who profess the Christian faith and ac- 
knowledge the significance of the symbol of the cross. 
But the contrast visible to-day between the nations of 
this western world whose life has been developed 
under the forms of Latin Christianity, without the 
Bible in the hands of the laity, and the nations which ~ 
have felt the influence of an open Bible accessible to 
every man, is such as to emphasize the need of re- 
newed effort to put the Scriptures of the Old and New 
Testaments within the reach of all who are willing to 
own and read them. 

Various obstacles have impeded the circulation of 
the Scriptures in Central and South America, some of 
which have passed away while others are still formi- 
dable. Bitter and relentless opposition of the priest- 
hood is always to be expected. The fanaticism of 
the people is a constant element of friction. Tlliter- — 
acy, indifference, poverty, war, difficulties of travel 
and of transportation, and the lack of men both able 
and willing, for the gospel’s sake, to endure hardness ~ 
and toil that they may convey the bread of life to-the 


famishing, suggest the most prominent reasons why the — 
Scriptures are to-day so little known and read in the — 
countries referred to. There is some satisfaction, — 
however, in recalling the fact that, under such ad- ~ 
verse circumstances, there have been sent from the — 
Bible House during the past twenty years to Cuba 
and Latin America 775,873 volumes of the Scriptures. — 
The work, too, is on the increase. Two-thirds of the 
whole number were issued during the last ten years, 
and 76,222 during the year just closed. This enu- 
meration does not include many thousand volumes 
Madrid and Lisbon editions ordered from Europ 
the Society’s expense.

curred in seventy-seven years. Since 1816 the United 
States have acquired Florida from Spain, Alaska 
from Russia, and Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, and 
California from Mexico, bringing the inhabitants of an 
immense territory into contact with American institu- 
tions and the English language. Attracted by the 
conditions of life in a new world under the benign in- 
fluence of American institutions, millions upon mill- 
ions of European immigrants—Germans, Scandina- 
vians, Bohemians, Poles, Italians—have made our 
country their home, bringing with them the speech 
of their native lands and threatening us with a Babel- 
: like confusion of tongues. While the Bible Society 
-_-meeds to have special consideration for awhile for 
Bi such natives of other lands, in order that every man 
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States of Colombia, have obstructed the colportage 
work in those countries ; and in consequence of the 
unfortunate delay of some letters in the mails, the 
returns thus far received do not fully represent what 
was really accomplished during the year. 

The work of foreign missionaries in many lands is 
co-ordinate with that of the American Bible Society, 
and acknowledgment is gladly made of their invalu- 
able co-operation in the distribution of the Bible 
among their converts and in the regions beyond.

H. Prince, of St. Petersburg, for his continued and 
valued assistance.

The American Bible Society has been 
enabled during the seventy-seven years of its history 
to circulate the Scriptures in ninety-five languages 
and dialects ; and the lands which have received the 
largest number of volumes are the very lands which 
make the most earnest appeals for a larger distribu- 
tion in the near future.

Bible, translated by the Rev. H. B. Pratt for the 
American Bible Society, was put upon the press at 
the Bible House on Tuesday, May 16th, and in the 
course of a few weeks the bound volume will be 
ready for delivery. With this new volume the Bible 
Society offers its cordial greetings to the Spanish- 
speaking people who are coming to the United States 
this year to commemorate the discovery of America 
and to contemplate the wonderful changes which the 
world has witnessed since 1492. 

It is hoped that the version will be meritorious and 
useful as a faithful presentation of the Scriptures 
given by inspiration of God in a vocabulary so modern, 
and a style so pure and simple, that all who read it 
will understand and be delighted. The book is 
destined to have a large circulation and may eventu- 
ally take the place of the De Reyna and Valera 
Version which first appeared in—1569, or forty years 
before what is known as the Authorized English 
Version.

THE WORLD MOVES. 

. The opposition of the authorities of the Armenian 
Church in the Turkish Empire to the circulation of 
the Bible in the modern speech of the people has 
sometimes been most intense, but the Mouthly Record 
of Constantinople calls attention to one of the signs 
of the times, which is the publication in an Armenian 
daily paper of an article calling upon the Patriarch to 
have a version of the Bible published in the colloquial 
Janguage for the common people.

MANA, MADURA, January 28, 1893. 

Allow me to express the thanks of the Madura Mis- 
sion to the Bible Society for the generous donations 
hitherto made to aid us. We have in this way been 
able to place a copy of God’s word in the hands of 
many poor people who otherwise would have been 
left without this heavenly manna. It has been espe- 
cially helpful in the way of furnishing Bibles to the 
orphans and very poor pupils in our boarding-schools. 
There are many instances of these persons being led 
to the Saviour by the study of the Bible. Ata recent 
examination of candidates for admission to our church, 
one lad said that it was the daily study of his Bible 
that led to his conversion. Another interesting girl 
said that when she came to the 27th chapter of Mat- 
thew, that broke her heart.

missionary can succeed without the sacred oracles, 
and his aid in their translation and dissemination is 
an imperative necessity. While we look back with 
admiration at the work accomplished, the fact remains 
that in these closing years of the nineteenth century 
the proportion of the human family yet untouched by 
the Bible exceeds the number of those who possess it. 


TRANSLATION. 


The translation of the Scriptures involves a ques- 
tion that is sure to press more and more to the front 
until every Indian language has its standard version. 

The preparation of a version of the Bible that will 
stand as a literary model and a repertory of Christian 
terminology is a gigantic undertaking, demanding an 
extensive knowledge of the original languages and of 
the tongue into which the Scripture is to be translated. 
The time is past for translating from a translation. 
The translator must bear in mind the various and dis- 
similar classes by whom the book will be read. The 
standard of translation should neither descend to the 
vulgar form of the colloquial nor aim at the poetical 
style. The version needs to be in dignified vernacu- 
lar, sufficiently pure in style to be acceptable to the 
higher and cultivated classes, and yet simple, per- 
spicuous, and fairly intelligible to the unlettered classes. 
At the same time the work must be a translation, and 
not an exposition nor a paraphrase, giving a human 
view of the book. The qualifications for such a work 
will be found, as a rule, not in a single scholar, but in 
a company of scholars. 

Some practical points need special emphasis: 

1. Strict fidelity to the original, compatible with ap- 
proved, idiomatic usage. 


2. Uniformity in rendering recurring words and . 


_ phrases. 

3. Uniformity in cognate languages in India, in 
terms chosen to represent important words, like God, 
Lord, Creator, sacrifice, heaven, etc. 

4. It is of prime importance to secure the issue of 
only one version in each language, both for the sake 
_ of economy and to avoid the stumbling-block caused 
_ by the circulation of rival versions. Much to be de- 
sired is such a basis of agreement as to the rendering 
of bapiizo, and the Greek prepositions connected with 
it, as shall unite all denominations in the one common 
_ work. 

5. Light is needed as to the desirability of issuing 
versions in the Roman character. Where native 
opinion has been sought it has generally been ad- 
verse. Lhe Romanized Hindustani Bible is seldom 
asked for, while that in the Persian character is in 

considerable demand. 

_ 6. Caution is needed in respect to the translation of 

the Scriptures into dialects which with the advance of 
education will cease to be spoken. 
_ 7. While the time has not yet come for putting into 
native hands alone the preparation of new versions 
and the revision of old ones, the best scholars among 
them ought to be more largely engaged in the work. 

; CIRCULATION. 

Natives now look more critically than formerly both 
the contents of a book and at its general appear- 
eir taste must therefore be considered in 
1 of paper, types, and binding. The sale 
1s been enhanced by the use of covers of 
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striking colors with a neat border. The Bible needs 
to be issued in at least two types. An edition in large 
type is essential for pulpit and family use. Many 
readers are advanccd in life, and reading is generally 
done at night, and by dim oil lamps. The cry for a 
small volume is general. The issue of Portions in the 
smallest type has not answered. The great useful- 
ness of references and marginal readings is admitted, 
and as soon as the text is established there should be 
at least one reference Bible and one Testament. The 
native Christians say the maps which are now intro- 
duced into so many editions are most helpful to them. 

Gratuitous distribution is less common than in the 
early years of the Indian auxiliary Bible societies. 
Then the Christian community was small, education 
was backward, and the knowledge of the best methods 
of Christian work was in its infancy. Experience has 
since proved that books, like other things, are valued 
in proportion to their cost. The principle, now gener- 
ally accepted, of circulation by sale is perfectly 
sound, but there should be enough of elasticity in its 
application to admit of free grants in special cases. 
In the case of individual applicants two things are 
essential: a desire to read and understand the book 
and inability to pay for it. The sincerity of the appli- 
cant may be tested by offering a copy at a reduced 
rate. To charitable institutions there is scope for free 
gifts ona larger scale. Orphanages and poor schools, 
hospitals and dispensaries, are the recipients of the 
society’s gifts. On the formation of jail libraries we 
placed the Bible in them in every language spoken by 
the prisoners. To each of the principal railway sta- 
tions we have supplied an English and a vernacular 
Bible, and to every travellers’ bungalow an English 
Bible. Some of the police stations have also received 
grants. It is stipulated that the books form part of 
the property of the institution, for which the person in 
charge is responsible. 


DEPOTS. 


It has been found necessary to have depots at vari- 
ous centres to serve: as a.source of supply to sur- 
rounding districts. They are located sometimes in a 
mission building, sometimes in.a room built or rented 
for the purpose. The success of the depot system 
depends in part upon. the intelligence and devotion of 
the native in charge, and also upon the interest in it 
taken by the missionary supervisor. 


BIBLE COLPORTAGE. 


Colportage has had a leading part in spreading the 
Scriptures, especially in country places. Sometimes it 
has accompanied the missionary, sometimes followed, 
but more frequently it has preceded him. In many 
districts the first ingathering of converts to the Chris- 
tian Church has been due to it, and it shares.the honor 
of many a subsequent harvest with the missionary 
society. Altogether it has been a wonderful pioneer 
in the removal of the spiritual darkness which for 
ages has covered the land. The work of the colpor- 
teur involves separation from home and friends (dis- 
tasteful to the average Hindu), hard travel, and in 
some cases danger. On this account, and notwith- 
standing its comparatively liberal scale of pay, it has 
as a rule failed to attract men of a higher standard of 


Christian life and devotion than the majority of sub- — , 


ordinate mission agents. Some modifications of pres- 
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ent plans seem desirable, and among them are the 
payment of smaller salaries but larger commissions, 
and the allowance of no commission on sales to 
Christians, to colleges and schools, and none on ex- 
pensively bound books. 


WORK OF THE FUTURE. 


The native church in India is growing in numbers 
and there is a marked increase in the general reading 
population. One result of this advance will be an 
enhanced demand for the Bible, and greater facilities 
for its dissemination. But as the present agencies, all 
combined, are inadequate to the needs of India, new 
efforts must be made and new methods inaugurated 
if the Bible is to be taken to every village and hamlet 
in a reasonable time. Any scheme that may be pro- 
posed, or any number of schemes, will have to be con- 
ditioned by the resources available as to laborers and 
funds. The plan most ready at hand is distribution 
by subordinate mission agents, and this has already 
been successfully tried in many parts. A catechist ‘is 
fully equipped for his work only when he can follow 
up his message by the fuller statement of it in a 
printed form; and it need not divert him from 
preaching to carry with him a small packet of Testa- 
ments and Portions, and receive extra compensation 
in the form of a commission of 25 or 50 per cent. on 
his sales. 


THE PRESENT CONDITION OF JAPAN. 

A Vice-President of the American Bible Society, 
who is now visiting Japan, sends some extracts from 
the latest report of the committee of the London 
Religious Tract Society, which cast a side-light upon 
the general condition of the Japanese, and are of in- 
terest as relating to a department of work closely 
related to that of the Bible Societies: 

In presenting this second annual report, your com- 
mittee desire to express their gratitude to God for the 
large measure of success which has been vouchsafed 
to them during the year 1892. It is very gratifying to 
them to report that the production and distribution of 
books and tracts, in which the gospel of the grace of 
God has been spread abroad, have prospered in their 
hands. The two prime factors of propagandism, the 
voice and the press, receive the fullest recognition in 
this country by the Buddhist as well as the Christian 
worker; and, while all due honor is paid to the human 
voice, yet the influence of the printed page is relied 
upon by the Buddhist not a whit less than it is by the 
Christian. To give an instance of this, it may be 
stated that not long ago a prominent Buddhist writer 
in one of the leading journals of that faith, speaking of 
the potency of the press, states that Buddhist literature 
is seven hundred times greater in volume than the 
whole of the literature issued by the Christian Church. 
It is, however, worthy of note that the part of Bud- 
dhist literature which touches and in any way moves 
the reading people of Japan to-day has very largely 
been the creation of recent times. Whatever revivals | 
have occurred within that system of late years have 
been in a large degree the result of comparatively re- 
cent publications. The use of the press is on the in- 
crease, and to-day, while these words are being writ- 
ten, there flows forth from it a stream greater than 
ever before.

It is beyond doubt that the popular literature of 
Japan is decidedly baneful, and the only true anti- 
dote to this is such pure and ennobling’ Christian 
literature as is being published by your committee. 
In so far as we are able to scatter abroad the gospel 
of Jesus Christ, which is contained in the publications 
of this committee, we are rendering the strongest 
help to meet and destroy these works of darkness. 
Your committee are persuaded that to this end more 
has been done by them during the year just closed 
than in any previous year in the history of the tract 
and book work in these islands. It is with devout 
gratitude that they are able to affirm that the work 
has widened far beyond their best expectations. This 
report will show that there has been a very large 
increase in the amount produced and issued from 
the press, and in the number of volumes which have 
been put into circulation over and above those of 
previous years. 

In view of the general depression which has 
obtained throughout the country during the past year, 
the success in our work, which is clearly shown by the 
figures, may be taken as prophetic, and as a true 
token for good, and may indicate a revival soon to be 
witnessed among the churches: for this success may 
be regarded as an evidence of an interest in Chris- 
tianity existing on the part of the people, though not 
manifested in any other way. 

In regard to the sales of books: After deducting 
the loss incurred by grants to authors, there is shown 
a net profit of a little over twenty per cent., which has 
been added to the general fund of the committee. 
This is highly satisfactory and shows that the work of 
your committee is being conducted on a sound busi- 
ness basis. No such returns have ever before been — 
made from this branch. ;

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Bureau County Auxiliary held a very large and profit- 
able anniversary, Sabbath evening, March 26th. Rev. 
E. H. Votan, of the Congregational Church, delivered 
a thoughtful and able discourse on the authority and 
divinity of the Sacred Scriptures. The cause stands 
firm and strong in the city and county. A $100 dona- 
tion was made to the Parent Society. 

Galena Bible Society, the oldest but one in Northern 
Illinois, comes to the front this year with a $400 dona- 
tion, making an even thousand dollars donated since 
1890. 

Rock Island County Auxiliary held a very large 
and profitable anniversary, Sabbath evening, March 
26th. Dr. Bartholomew gave a very interesting dis- 
course on the occasion. One hundred dollars was 
donated to the American Bible Society. 


INDIANA.—In March I visited nine auxiliaries, giv- 
_ ing the Sabbaths to Clinton, Ohio, and Franklin 
Counties. The anniversaries were well attended, and 
avery cordial greeting given the District Superin- 
tendent.

lowa.—Several auxiliaries held their annual meet- 
ings in March. The anniversaries that I attended 
were those of Colfax, Madison County, Tama County, 
and Keokuk City. Each of these societies made a 
donation to the American Bible Society, and the last 
named -has also just finished a canvass of its field 
with good results. The contributions of the people 
were more than enough to meet the entire expense of 
the canvass. 

I also attended and addressed the State Conference 
of the Swedish Lutheran Church, and was well 
received. 

The “Children’s Bible Day,” as usual, has 
very interesting and profitable this month. 


Kansas.—During the month of March I have vis- 
ited the four Kansas Conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, at each of which I was cordially 
received and had ample opportunity to present the 
work of the American Bible Society. 

I have organized two important auxiliaries during 
the month, one at Jewell City and one at Lindsborg. 
The one at Lindsborg is a Swedish auxiliary. Linds- 
borg is the seat of the Bethany College of the Swed- 
ish Lutheran Church, and the centre of a Swedish 
population of from ten to fifteen thousand. There 
are twelve Swedish churches within a radius of 
twelve miles of this auxiliary. 


KENTUCKY AND TENNESSEE.—The anniversaries 
of the Franklin County Bible Society and of the 
Bourbon County Bible Society, Ky., were of unusual 
interest. The donation to the Parent Society is very 
gratifying indeed, amounting to $398 83. 

The canvass of Madison County, Tenn., has been 
finished, and was very thorough and satisfactory, the 
agent having attended to the children’s supply work 
‘in the canvass of the county and restored the Bible 
to some six Sunday schools, placing it in the hands 
over three hundred children, besides over a hun- 
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~ Several other Sunday schools promised to 
1e Bible in the hands of their scholars. 
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LOvISIANA AND Mississipp1.—During the month a 
meeting was held in the interest of the Bible cause 
at each of the following places: Magnolia, Osyka, 
Greensburg, Tangipahoa, Starkville, West Point, and 
Columbus. Nearly all the local churches co-opera- 
ted, and the meetings were quite satisfactory. This 
was especially true of those held at Magnolia, Stark- 
ville, and West Point. At each of these places the 
local pastors showed proper appreciation for the 
Bible cause; hence, the meetings were delightful and 
resulted well. 


MICHIGAN AND WISCONSIN.—The first Sunday of 
March was spent by your Superintendent at Water- 
town. In the morning I preached in the Methodist 
Episcopal Church. In the evening a union service 
was held in which three German and two English 
congregations joined. Bishop Renkie, of the Mora- 
vian Church, presided at the meeting and gave an 
address in German, which was followed by an address 
by your Superintendent. 

The second Sunday was spent at Manitowoc. This 
is another of our Wisconsin cities where the people 
are three-fourths foreigners. I spoke in the morning 
in the Methodist Episcopal Church, and in the even- 
ing addressed a union service at the Presbyterian 
Church. The meetings were well attended, and gave 
promise of a better future. 

The third Sunday was spent at Amherst, a town on 
the eastern limits of Portage County. The people 
are interested in the work, and maintain their local 
society. They are mostly Norwegians. I spoke in 
the morning at the Methodist Church, and in the after- 
noon went six miles into the country and preached 
and presented'the Bible cause, returning to the village 
for.a union service at night. 

The fourth Sunday found me at Fort Howard, in 
Brown County. The meetings were largely attended, 
and the people gave assurances of a more liberal sup- 
port in the future. The anniversary of Portage County 
Bible Society was held the same time, and was a 
decided success. 

The work of supplying the children is assuming a 
shape that is sure to bring large results in the future. 


MINNESOTA AND NORTH AND SOUTH DAKOTA.— 
The Olmsted County Bible Society held its annual 
meeting on the first Sunday in March, and donates: 


“$50 to the Parent Society. An interesting meeting 


was held the same day by the Kasson Bible Society. 

Some $27 42 is reported from collections by the 
Marshall County Welsh Bible Society, centring at 
Spain, South Dakota. This is very good from a small 
home mission church of forty members. 

In collecting $62 95, the Ottawa Welsh Bible Society 
has made some advance on the work of previous 
years. This society is made up of two small country 
churches, which have no more than eighty members 
between them. 

The Le Sueur County Bible Society held an inter- 
esting meeting on the evening of the 26th in the Ger- 
man Methodist Episcopal Church of Le Sueur. Ad- 
dresses were made in English and German. This 
society never reported as large a collection as it does 
this year. 


New Jersey, DELAWARE, AND STATEN ISLAND. — 
In the month of March I have visited many por- 
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tions of my district, calling upon clergymen, officers 
of auxiliaries, and others, besides filling Sabbath en- 
gagements and meeting a number of ecclesiastical 
bodies and other gatherings. 

March sth, I preached in the Methodist Episcopal 
and Presbyterian Churches of Flanders, N. J. 

The second Sabbath in the month proved to be one 
of the most delightful in all my year’s work. In the 
morning I addressed the congregation of the First 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Montclair, N. J. The 
pastor, Rev. J. A. Owen, is fully alive to all the great 
movements of Christendom, and among these he 
speaks of the American Bible Society as chief. His 
people partake of the same spirit, and their offering 
for the Bible cause is $104 this year. In the evening 
I preached in the Grace Presbyterian Church, and, 
though the society is but a year old, they have a 
beautiful and commodious church, and they have 
taken the Bible cause to be among the first objects 
for contributions. 

From March 14th to 20th I was engaged at the ses- 
sions of the New Jersey and Wilmington Methodist 
Episcopal Conferences, at Mount Holly, N. J., and 
Middletown, Del. Both these bodies manifest increas- 
ing interest in the American Bible Society. ‘The 
contributions of the New Jersey Conference have 
almost doubled during the last three years, and they 
adopted resolutions to make an effort to reach an ad- 
vance of about thirty-five per cent. this year over the 
last year’s collections. 

I closed the work of the month at the session of 
the Delaware Methodist Episcopal Conference, at 
Dover, Del. Inthe reports of presiding elders special 
mention was made of our work, and a good advance 
has been made in contributions. I have been twenty 
days from home, delivered thirteen sermons and ad- 
Gresses, and travelled 1,084 miles during the month. 


New York.—Every Sabbath during March has 
been fully used in the presentation of the cause to the 
churches. Some of the congregations visited were 
small, yet their contributions were liberal. One very 

-small congregation, paying their pastor a very limited 

salary, responded by a contribution of thirty dollars 
to constitute him a life member of the American Bible 
Society. It is a pleasure to state that many such 
-churches cheerfully admit your Superintendent, and 
liberally respond to the urgent calls in behalf of the 
Bible cause. 

The spirit of the annual meeting of Rensselaer 
County was excellent, and the officers are much en- 
couraged, and will push forward the canvass of the 
entire county during the year. Rev. Dr. Hunt, Cor- 
responding Secretary of the American Bible Society, 
delivered an address, followed by a few statements by 
your Superintendent relative to the proposed canvass 
of the county. : 

The annual repcrts of the auxiliaries of .Oxbow, 
South Seneca, Montgomery, and Niagara have been 
received. These reports show progress in the vari- 
ous departments of auxiliary work. Oxbow has sold 
more Bibles and collected more money this year. 
Niagara has visited a thousand families during the 
year, and supplied those destitute of the Scriptures. 

Montgomery has largely increased its donation to the

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taments. In conclusion, it is pleasant to report that 
churches that were visited more than a year since 
are remembering the Society this year. 


NorTH AND SouTH CAROLINA.—The second Sab- 
bath of March I spent at Yorkville, S. C., where I 
preached in the Presbyterian Church in the morning, 
attended the Sabbath school,in the afternoon, 
and addressed the Bible society at night. This 
society made a donation of $60 to make two life 
members. 

The third Sabbath was spent at Darlington, S. C., 
where I addressed the Presbyterian Sabbath School 
in the morning and preached afterward in the same 
church, addressing the Bible society there at night.
